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ABOUT THE COVER 
225th Anniversary Coin 


Plaistow was a part of a territory purchased from the 
Indians in 1642 and was part of Haverhill in its early 
history. 

On March 1, 1749, Benning Wentworth, the Governor of 
New Hampshire, issued the town charter. 

OBVERSE 


The Town Hall was built on June 5, 1895. Gift pre- 
sentations were made. Furniture, a memorial window, a 
clock and several other items were included. 

The Big Elm Tree, planted about 1791 by Samuel Cheney 
and watched over by the Crockett family, has become an 
outstanding landmark in Piaistow. Mr. Daniel Smythe was 
so inspired by this tree he wrote his poem "The Big Elm 
Tree". 

These two landmarks have become so outstanding that 
they are now the symbols’ of Plaistow. 

REVERSE 


Progress through the years is represented by the brick 
kiln (on the left). Large deposits of clay were dis- 
covered in town, mostly in the Westville district. At 
One time nineteen brick yards flourished and it was the 
principal industry of the town. Brick factories, mills, 
and houses were built throughout the Merrimack Valley, 
Newburyport and Boston with thousands of carloads of 
these bricks. The peak of production was the coming of 
rail transportation (lower center). 

Single rails were followed by a double track. "West- 
ville" was named-by James Newell George, a railroad ex- 
ecutive, who lived in Plaistow center. Soon after the 
railroad came, the center of population and business was 
from the depot southerly on Main Street, formerly known 
as "Broadway". 

Business was thriving in Plaistow including a spring 
water bottling company (on the right) which held a con- 
test to find a name for its new line of soft drinks. Mr. 
Wentworth, the owner, decided on the name "Hi-Brow" 
which became one of the best known soft drinks in the 
area. 

Today the water (center) has become the symbol of in- 
dustrial progress. We associate Process Engineering, 
Penn Box and Westville Homes with the water tower. It 
also provides fire protection for some of the homes in 
Plaistow. 

The water tower may also be part of a future water 
system for the homes of Plaistow.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The total valuation of the Town after being changed by the State Tax 
appraisers amounted to $45,498,215.00. The Town closed the year with 
an unexpended balance of (-$4,971.99). 


There were 466 veterans exemptions and six total disabled exemptions 
for a total of $26,600.00. Fifty one elderly exemptions were granted 
for a total valuation exemption of $247,809.00. 


Work on the Cemetery addition this year included the completion of 
another section. The Board of Selectmen this year hope to complete 
the remaining lots in the new section of the Cemetery and finish the 
road work. 


TRA money from the years 1972 and 1973 went to correct a bad road 
condition on Dauntless Lane. This year the TRA money will be used in 
another section of the Town. 


The year 1973 has seen continued growth in our commercial area as is 
evident by the new construction along Route 125. The State Industrial 
Development Commission continued to show prospective industrial clients 
available land in Plaistow in conjunction with the Town Industrial 
Commission. 


The Water Feasibility Study as voted at the 1972 Town Meeting has been 
completed by Fenton Keyes Associates. The design, engineering, and 
cost for the construction of a water system has been presented -to the 
Town. Several methods of financing the project have also been pro- 
posed. Included in this report were the location of eight potential 
water sights. The 1973 Town Meeting approved funds for exploratory 
well drilling at these sights. At present these sites plus additional 
Sites have been explored. We are now waiting for a final report of 

the test well drilling. Many thanks go to the owners of the properties 
that allowed the Town to use their land for test wells. 


The Annual Town Election will be held on March 5th at the Pollard 
School. The Town Meeting will be on March 6th at the Timberlane 
Regional High School. 


The Haverhill - Atkinson - Plaistow bounds to the Plaistow - Atkinson - 
Hampstead bounds were perambulated this year. We wish to thank the 
members of the Planning Board especially Alden Palmer that aided us 

in searching out the bounds. Its anticipated that the bounds be- 

tween Hampstead and Plaistow, Kingston and Plaistow, and Newton and 
Plaistow will be completed next year. 


The Selectmen wish to note with deep regret the passing of our friend 
and custodian, Rudy Woyvoda. 
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Our thanks to Senter Brothers for their generous gift of $500.00 .to- 
wards the restoration of the second Cannon. Our thanks also goes to 
the Boy Scouts of Troop #18 for their efforts in raising funds towards 
the restoration of this Cannon. We are all proud of this worthwhile 
Civic project that these boys are engaged in under the supervision 

of their Scoutmaster, James Dube, Sr. and his assistants. 


Residents are reminded to be sure and complete their Real Estate In- 
ventories, as an abatement may not be requested if this has not been 
complied with. Veterans must have their permanent blue card on file 
with the Selectmen, and are reminded that although the card is perman- 
ent, each year application is made at the bottom of the regular Real 
Estate Inventory. Anyone knowing an elderly person, seventy years of 
Older, please remind them that their applications must be applied for 
each year in order to be eligible. All forms : ist be completed by 
Aprpissh5th- 


The Selectmen wish to thank the many people who have served on the 
various boards, commissions and committees for the many hours given 
of their time serving the Towns best interest. Especially, we wish 
to thank the following people; Maude Duston for her many years as 
Supervisor of the Checklist, Donald Gilman for the many years he 
served on the Board of Adjustments, Donald Robinson for his services 
with the Recreation Commission, Vivian Crockett for her many years as 
Town Librarian and finally Ed McKenzie for his many years associated 
with the Board of Adjustments, Library and other many services to the 
community.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Growth in the Town's population to over 5,000 people with its 


resulting increased demand for police service - over 450 phone calls 
responded to per month - has required an increase in police force and 
equipment. 


Your Police Department first employed a full-time officer in 1971. 
The department will start 1974 with 3 full-time officers. In addition, 
the department is made up of 14 part-time officers and 1 part-time 
civilian clerk. A schedule has been made up to make work available to 
ri 


New equipment this year consists of a 1974 cruiser put into ser- 
vice in November - the department's second cruiser - and new radio 
equipment consisting of a new ,base station at the Police Station, a 
radio phone loop at the Chief's home, an added mobile unit and 2 port- 
able hand units. In addition to the cruiser units there are 6 mobile 
units in officer's cars. 


Our clerk, as well as the regular duties of preparing the log, 
insurance reports, filing and typing reports and complaints, telephone 
answering and dispatching, has maintained a complete record's keeping 
system. 


In the area of training, the men have attended a training session 
on court procedure conducted by the County Attorney: a course in 
merksmanship organized by this department and taught by a Qualified 
National Rifle Association instructor has been attended by the area 
chiefs and deputy chiefs; a monthly meeting of all officers is held 
for the purpose of discussion and training. Your chief has completed 
a course in Police Management sponsored by the Governor's Commission 
on Crime and Delinquency and our two full-time men are taking Law 
Enforcement Courses at Northern Essex Community College. 


The Police Station at the Town Hall has been open regularly each 
Monday through Friday from noon to 4 P.M. and the police phone | is 
manned 24 hours a day by dispatchers at the Rockingham Sheriff's De- 
partment in Exeter who are in contact by radio with Plaistow police 
at all times. 


I am pleased to report the Plaistow Police Association has been 
formed which will be working to develop morale and to serve the 
community. 


I take this opportunity to remember our fellow officer, George 
Phinney, Jr., who died this past year and who so faithfully served this 
jJepartment. 


I wish to thank all the officers for their cooperation with me 


and also I'd like to thank the people of Plaistow for giving me the 
opportunity to serve as Police Chief this year. 
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We look forward to continuing the improvement of our facilities 
and to further training to enable the department to operate more 
effectively and efficiently to make this town a safe place in which 
to live.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Your Fire Department is charged with two basic responsibilities: 
to prevent fires from occurring, and to suppress those which do 
occur. 


Our prevention program has been considerably strengthened, and our 
inspectors are doing a fine job. We would like to thank the many 
people who have cooperated with them. We will continue to emphasize 
prevention, recognizing the importance of this as a deterrent to 
future potential loss of life and property. 


We would like to see the general quality of both building construc- 
tion and electrical wiring improve. Again, we urge the adoption of 
an occupancy permit requirement for family dwellings, and the 
enforcement of the existing ordinance requiring an occupancy permit 
for businesses. Hazards to life and property from fire would be 
lessened, as a result. 


Our suppression activities are many and varied. PFD men have suc- 
cessfully completed two accredited courses under the auspices of the 
State Department of Education. Many men have also attended annual 
fire schools in Fitzwilliam and Laconia. We have refined response 
techniques and operating procedures. Our available manpower has 
been increased. We have purchased a power saw needed for forcible 
entry and ventilation buildings of steel and concrete construction. 
We have purchased a quantity of large diameter hose, and anticipate 
purchasing more in 1974. In the town warrant you will find an arti- 
cle for money to purchase a 2500-gallon tanker, which will permit us 
to respond to a fire with 4000 gallons of water. All of these mea- 
sures increase our effectiveness at fires. 


An extensive survey of the fire defenses of Plaistow was conducted by 
an independent insurance rating organization, and we were given a 
very favorable report. A municipal water supply system is needed to 
reduce insurance rates further. Until such a system can be installed 
we are continuing our program of installing water holes at strategic 
locations, and a National Conservation Award was received for efforts 
in this endeavor. 


It is interesting to note that the majority of fires are attributed 
to children, and we solicit your assistance in instructing your 
children in the tragedy of fire. PFD will be happy to assist any 
group or person in accomplishing this goal. 
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The men of your department are well qualified and dedicated. It is 
impossible to adequately thank them for the fine job they do. Sin- 
cere thanks to them, and to you the public, for your support. Many 
thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Robert Therrien for their offer of land 
adjacent to the fire station, for possible future expansion. It is 
regrettable that their offer could not be accepted, as this land is 
the only land on which the present station can be expanded.

PLANTING:

TREE REMOVAL: 

The town was responsible for removing 18 dead trees this past 
year, seven along state roads and eleven along town roads. Three of 
these trees were removed by contact, the remainder removed by the 
Plaistow Tree Warden. 


TOWN ELM TREE: 
Despite its old age and decay, it appears that the "Town Elm" is 
going to be around for Plaistow s 225th Anniversary. 


PN Lo: 
The heavy rains of this past Summer aggravated the problem of 
fungus on trees, commonly referred to as "rust". These same rains 


were probably responsible, in part, for the unusually long mosquito 
season. . 

The Fall Webworm was heavy in 1973, as it was in 1971 anaege72, 
These are generally a cyclic problem and should subside soon as par 
of their natural cycle. Although these insects are quite a pest, 
fortunately they do not cause any significant damage.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The zoning map, by petition, was approved by the voters of the 
town. Rezoned from residential to commercial was a portion of South 
Main Street. 


New construction of two family dwellings in a residential zone 
has been suspended until October 1974, pending the adoption of a 
Master plan. 


A major revision of the town's Sub Division Regulations was 
accomplished. Significant ammendments were driveway entrance permits, 
granite curbing, dedication of land or its equivalent in money to the 
town for playground or recreational uses, regular inspection by a 
registered engineer, and non-residential site controls. 


13 Sub Divisions, totaling 46 building lots, were granted approval. 


Non-Residential Site Developments, totaling 12, were granted 
approval. 


Public Hearings, total 23, were held. 


The Atkinson-Plaistow town boundary was perambulated by the 
Selectmen and Planning Board this past December. 


The Planning Board holds its regular monthly public meeting on 
the second Wednesday of each month. Due to the increase work load 
and to accomplish its function of planning, a work shop meeting has 
been added to each month as well as a public hearing date to each 
month. Frequent site inspections, attendance at regular monthly 
meetings of the Regional Planning Commission and occasional seminars 
sponsored by the N. H. State Planning Office are a few of the 
additional activities with which the Planning Board becomes involved. 


The Planning Board is considering the formation of sub-committees 
(land use, population-growth patterns, housing) in order to broaden 
and accelerate its planning activities. Volunteers are needed. Those 
citizens, interested in the town and wishing to become involved, are 
requested to contact any member of the Planning Board.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Due to continued growth of the Town of Plaistow, there has been 
a concomittant increase in the health problems facing the Board of 
Health and the community in general. Perhaps the most growing and 
prevalent problems confronted by the Board last year were relevant to 
faulty and improper septic systems. The Board attempted to rectify 
these problems as expeditiously and promptly as possible. However, 
many problems were beyond the jurisdiction of the Board and required 
litigation and civil suits for their ultimate resolution. Many of 
these problems were inherited from years past. Nevertheless, faulty 
septic systems and sewage disposal remain a major public health 
problem which must be continually monitored and supervised. It has 
been and will be the main goal of this Board to achieve this end. 


There were no major outbreaks of any serious life-threatening 
communicable diseases in the community in the past year, although 
equine encephalitis was prevalent in the surrounding communities. 
Each year, reports of cases of rabies occurring formerly in the 
northern portions of the state are now encroaching on the southern 
communities, effecting both the domestic animals and wild life. In 
view of the devastating effects of this disease, an obvious corollary 
is that an “ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure". It is, 
therefore, the sincere feeling of this Board that a vigorous campaign 
be initiated in the succeeding years to have domestic animals immunized 
against this illness. 


The areas of food service and inspection have been monitored and 
corrections enforced when necessary. This iS an area, once again, 
where there can be no compromise. It is felt, however, that the 
ultimate achievement in maintenance of high public health standards 
in any community depends on the interest, endeavors and cooperation of 
each and everyone of its citizens.

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REPORT OF THE 
SOUTHERN ROCKINGHAM REGIONAL PLANNING DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The purpose of the Southern Rockingham Regional Planning District 
Commission is to assist local officials in planning the development of 
their region for present and future populations. The Southern Rocking- 
ham region includes nine towns: Hampstead, Kingston, Plaistow, Salem, 
Windham, Atkinson, Danville, Newton, and Sandown. The first five are 
member towns, and with the exception of Salem, each has two repre- 
sentatives to the regional commission. Salem, have a population of 
over 10,000 has three representatives. 


The powers of the regional commission are advisory. The Com- 
mission works with local officials in planning and making recom- 
mendations for solving problems. Such assistance and all recommenda- 
tions are made witn the understanding that they can only be implemented 
by the towns themselves, and not by the regional commission or any other 
agency. 


Assistance may take the form of regional analysis of a particular 
problem, making recommendations on means of overcoming a problem, or 
both. Assistance may also include work done on a town rather than 
regional basis for Selectmen or, more often, Planning Boards, on 
development controls, master plans and the hike. Such assistance is 
usually given at the request of the town involved. 


The Southern Rockingham region hired a full-time planner this year 
for the first time since it formed in 1970. This greatly increases 
the regional commission's ability to be able to provide member towns 
with planning services in response to town needs and requests. However, 
the regional commission cannot plan its activities or budget its re- 
sources adequately unless member towns, particularly their planning 
boards and their representatives to the regional commission can in- 
dicate local priorities for planning services. 


Govermental Technical Assistance included many of the services to 
member communities less regional and more local on scope: Zoning, sub- 
division, master plan, capital budgeting, tax mapping assistance, etc. 
The rationale behind this part of the regional program is that town 
governments need planning assistance just as do larger city governments. 
Rather than having to hire a town planning assistant, and to supple- 
ment the local planning board, the objective is to utilize the regional 
commission for those services. Some towns in the regional commission 
have been more aggressive at this than others. For the most part, 
town responsibility for securing this kind of assistance is borne by 
the local planning board. 


The major projects thus far planned in the Technical Assistance 
section are preparing Master Plans for the towns of Hampstead and 
Plaistow. The Planning Boards in both these communities have indicated 
a particularly strong interest in preparing a comprehensive plan for 
town development. One of the measures of interest in master planning 
by the Planning Boards in Hampstead and Plaistow is their intention to 
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actively assist in the preparation of the town plans. Kingston, 
Newton, Salem, and Windham already have adopted Master Plans as guides 
for the development of their towns. 


The regional commission has also actively communicated their 
availability to assist towns in the revision or updating of local 
zoning ordinances and/or subdivision regulations. Plaistow has utilized 
the services of the regional commission for recent revisions to do so 
shortly. Windham has also asked the regional commission for some 
generalized assistance in updating various provisions if its zoning 
ordinance. We encourage on the part of town planning boards a more 
active solicitation of these kinds of services. The regional commission 
is anxious to cooperate. It has so indicated to its member towns. 


Over the past year, there have been number of regional reports 
prepared for the commission on the subjects of water supply and waste- 
water disposal, open space, transportation, housing and land use. We 
are currently working on an analysis of solid waste management problems 
and disposal alternatives for the region which,hopefully, will result 
in sufficient interest to ultimately develop a regional management 
plan. These reports will be distributed to town selectmen, planning 
boards, and libraries.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission has been active during the past year, 
holding meetings frequently and starting on the road to becoming an 
effective town agency. Established only two years ago and enlarged 
last year, the Commission has been setting up its own procedures and 
investigating its interaction with various town and state agencies. 
Having little power of its own, the Commission can be most effective 
by focusing the powers and resources of other agencies on our problems 
here in Plaistow. 


A questionnaire was distributed during the summer to help us start 
a survey of the resources of the town and to gauge public opinion. 
The returns were discouragingly few, but helpful. 


Several complaints of environmental polution were brought to our 
attention and investigated. 


A nature trail was laid out behind Pollard School with the help 
of Roger Sloan of the Extension Service. This trail, showing points 
Of botanical, zoologial and ecological interest, when properly marked, 
will be used by the school and available to the public. 


We have been proceeding toward the goal of a Town Forest in the 
Mt. Misery area and have obtained a Ford Foundation Grant of $1,625 
to help with the legal work. The appropriation in this years warrant 
of $875 is needed to qualify for the total grant. 


Other projects in process or under consideration include the 
establishment of Scenic Roads, a bicycle rack for the Town Hall, a 
Town Nursery, a recycling program for the dump, establishment of 
public trails, and others. 


As with any volunteer organization, we would like to be doing 
more than our available human resources allow. We are proposing an 
increase in the size of the Commission and are always very anxious to 
meet with anyone who would like to help us with our projects. We 
would also like to hear your suggestions or ideas of areas where we 
should be taking action. 


We would like to express our thanks to Roger Clark who devotedly 
served as Chairman for most of the year. He has recently moved to 
Florida.
